The field of dreams 


NOW in its second year, the Field of 
Dreams in South Petherton is similar 
to its cinema namesake with the fa¬ 
mous quote “build it and he will 
come”. 

Created by Brian and Denise Her¬ 
rick of Barcroft Hall as a flowers, 
bees and butterflies project in their 
case it has been created and they 
have come. 

First opened to the public last year, 
the project has been multiplied into 
three fields this year with the addi¬ 
tion of ‘Heart of Gold’, the Herrick’s 
congratulatory message to the Queen 
reflecting her love and understanding 
of the English countryside. 

There is also a separate sunflower 
spectacular - not yet I bloom - a dis¬ 
play dedicated to the victims of the 
Asian tsunami in 2004 of which the 
Herricks were near victims. They 
have been to Japan to help create an¬ 
other wildflower meadow there with 
the 3.11 charity, which has been 
named Miracle Hill because of the 
terrible condition of the land follow¬ 
ing the tsunami. 

In South Petherton The Field of 
Dreams, which was created on a 
patch of wasteland after a great deal 
of preparation work and the sewing 
of 57 wildflower varieties, has at-

tracted the attention of the national 
media and was featured on Gar¬ 
dener’s World. 

The flowers have thrived in the re¬ 
cent rain and the meadow is looking 
spectacular. With the weather taking 
a turn for the better, there were visi¬ 
tors from far and wide enjoying the 
tranquil setting this week. 

Many came to the site to seek in¬ 
spiration for their own wildflower 
areas, including Darren Lerigo from 
Hampshire who had taken a day off 
from his work on several estates and 
come for a busman’s holiday to view 
the spectacle. 

He said he had seen it on Gar¬ 
dener’s World and hoped to convince 
his employers to allow him to create 
an informal area. He said it was 
sometimes difficult to change your 
mind set from a formal garden but he 
was bowled over by the vision before 
him and fired up to go back and start 
work. 

Others were on a repeat visit to the 
field, wanting to witness the colour 
changes as the different flowers blos¬ 
somed and died back. One visitor 
said there was a lot more pink than 


two weeks previously. She remarked: 
“You expect the underlying colour to 
be green but the undercover of pink 
quite takes my breath away and the 
cornflowers and poppies being at dif¬ 
ferent heights punctuate it with indi¬ 
vidual colours.” 

Although a photographer’s dream, 
the camera really struggles to do jus¬ 
tice to the sea of undulating colour 
the eye can perceive and it changes 
as the passing clouds create different 
light. 

Relaxing, peaceful and beautiful 
were the word on everybody’s lips. 
A woman from Gillingham summed 
it up when she commented: “Would¬ 
n’t it be nice if all fields looked like 
this.” 

The Field of Dreams is open daily 
from 10am to 6pm until September, 
entry is by donation and there are 
packets of seeds collected from the 
field and a few plants available to 
buy. There are portaloos on site and 
plenty of places for refreshment in 
the village. A path has been created 
for people to walk right through the 
flowers and there is parking in the 
adjacent field - turn right by the 
Methodist church and follow the 
road.

Village angry after 
tunnel victim's 
house is burgled 


NEIGHBOURS of Beaminster Tunnel victim Rosemary 
Snell reacted with anger and disgust this week after po¬ 
lice revealed her home had been burgled. Several items, 
including valuable silverware, were stolen. 

Few nearby neighbours were prepared to comment to 
the media after the burglary outrage, complaining they 
had been pestered by intrusive journalists for days. 

One suggested that the media were partly responsible 
for the break-in by revealing the retired tour guide’s ad¬ 
dress — long since widely publicised as April Cottage in 
Silver Street, Misterton. 

Police are now regularly patrolling the address through¬ 
out the day and night. 

When The Weekender invited local comments about 
the burglary and desecration of the dead woman’s home, 
one Misterton resident simply abruptly said: “I don’t 
want to know” and closed her front door. 

Another resident declined with the words: “I’ve had the 
press for the last week. I’m sick of it.” 

A third said she blamed an irresponsible media for 
thieves targeting Ms Snell’s empty home. 

Few were prepared to speak at length or on the record. 

But Misterton resident and Fib Dem District and 
County Councillor John Dyke, who knew Ms Snell per¬ 
sonally, told The Weekender that he was initially lost for

words when he discovered what had happened. 

He added: “I’m disgusted that anyone can stoop so low 
as to break into the house of someone who died in such 
a tragedy. 

“It was even done on the very day that an autopsy was 
being carried out!” 

Councillor Dyke also added a personal tribute to Ms 
Snell. 

Genuinely popular 

He said everyone would speak well of the dead. But he 
added that Rosemary Snell was a genuinely popular, de¬ 
lightful, friendly and community-minded lady who had 
made a substantial contribution to her neighbourhood. 

Another Misterton resident who has spoken publicly 
about the burglary is parish council chairman David 
Welch, husband of WI President Judy Welch. 

One Fondon-based media outlet initially quoted him at 
length criticizing the police for failing to put a proper 
guard on Ms Snell’s home. 

It said he had asked police to protect Mrs Snell’s home 
on the Thursday night, the day before it is believed to 
have been burgled. 

He was also quoted as 
being “absolutely enraged 
by the low-life that exists in 
the country”. 

“It is just beyond belief 
people can behave in that 
way, having such a lack of 
morality and the opportunis¬ 
tic attitude to steal from a 
dead woman’s home.” 



MISTERTON Wl stalwart Rosemary Snell, 
67, was helping make an 80th birthday 
party a roaring success just five days be¬ 
fore she met her death at the mouth of 
BeaminsterTunnel. 

She was one of the ladies who helped 
put on a surprise party for retired farmer 
Dennis Samways on Monday, July 2nd. 

She was photographed (above left) 
smiling broadly beside Misterton Wl Pres¬ 
ident Judy Welch, as unsuspecting Dennis 
Samways entered the Wl hall for his sur¬ 
prise treat. 

Mrs Snell and her companion, retired 


hospital consultant Michael Rolfe, are be¬ 
lieved to have died "almost instantly" 
when their car was crushed by hundreds 
of tons of masonry, earth, trees and mud 
which collapsed from the hill above the 
Beaminster Tunnel entrance five days 
later. 

♦ Ms Snell was reported by a London- 
based media outlet to be the former wife 
of a British Ambassador. 

A thanksgiving service open to all will 
be held on Tuesday, August 14, at St 
Leonard's Church, Misterton, at 2pm.

DETECTIVES are urging carbooters and antiques 
dealers to keep an eye open for silverware that may 
have come from the looted home of BeaminsterTun¬ 
nel victim Rosemary Snell. 

Thieves are believed to have broken into the Mis¬ 
terton property on the night of Friday, July 20. 

A local resident — who did not want to be named 
— said the burglary was discovered on the Saturday 
morning by a friend of Ms Snell who had been en¬ 
trusted with a spare key. 

The friend went to check the house and found it 
had been ransacked. 

Valuable items of silverware, possibly including 
Women's Institute cups, were said to be missing. 

Police also issued a picture of a silver hook, similar 
to an item believed to be missing. 

Detective Chief Inspector Pete Warren said: "This is 
a despicable crime that has been committed by 
someone who may have deliberately targeted the 
property following the national media coverage. 

"The offenders forced entry at the rear of the prop¬ 
erty and took items that are of antique value. 

"I would urge anyone who may know anything 
about this incident to come forward and contact us. 

"I would also ask members of the public to remain 
vigilant and report any sale of antique silver items to 
us. 

"People should be vigilant at car boot sales and 
other places where the stolen items may be offered. 

"Antique dealers are also asked to contact police if 
any similar items are offered for sale. 

"We have increased patrols in the area but would 
also ask the community to report anyone acting sus¬ 
piciously to us."

the old pump room which had last been used by a taxi service 
in 2004 and found all kinds of strange objects .The friends are 
looking to turn it into a cafe and negotiations are on-going with 
Bradfords for the use of their former office building at the en¬ 
trance to the station which is listed and cannot be torn down. It 
has no utilities connected to it but members believe it will make 
a good place for a small railway museum if enough memora¬ 
bilia can be drawn together.

A ROW over “squatters’ 
rights” at a publicly-owned 
nature reserve has re¬ 
erupted. 

Civic chiefs became em¬ 
broiled in heated debate 
this week when Crewkerne 
Town Clerk Jeanne Warner 
sought authority to “sign- 
off’ minutes that draw a 
line under a legal dispute 
about the ownership of 
land at Bincombe Beeches. 

With members’ say-so, 
she could complete Land 
Registry formalities that 
effectively concede 50 per 
cent of a plot of land to 
East Street homeowners 
Dr and Mrs N. G. Skinner. 

Mayor Robin Pailthorpe 


proposed approval but 
Councillor Andrea Stuart 
lit the blue touch-paper 
when she interjected: 
“There was a query about a 
gate.” 

Members furiously bat¬ 
ted the matter back and 
forth for the next ten min¬ 
utes. 

One camp expressed dis¬ 
quiet about “adverse pos¬ 
session” of land at 
Bincombe Beeches; the 
other insisted that the mat¬ 
ter was a done deal and 
now needed to be rubber- 


stamped. 

But the gate question re¬ 
mained unresolved. 

Clerk Mrs Warner sought 
to end the dispute: “The 
gate wasn’t a gate. It was a 
small section of fencing. 
That’s what we were told.” 

“No it isn’t,” Councillor 
Jo Dawson insisted. 

“It’s definitely shaped 
like a gate. This is a gate 
with a rounded top. I think 
it’s going to be used as a 
gate.” 

Councillor Stuart re¬ 
joined the fray: “I’m not 


A PATCH of Bincombe Beeches na¬ 
ture reserve — formerly believed to 
be publicly-owned — can now be 
surrendered by Crewkerne Town 
Council under a "squatter's rights" 
deal worked-out by lawyers. 

Civic chiefs in April "reluctantly" 
agreed to concede 50 per cent of a 
contested plot to a couple living 
nearby. 

The dispute has rumbled on for 
more than a year and has cost the 
public purse at least £16,000. 

Former Crewkerne Mayor Neil 
Sturtivant outlined the deal at an ex¬ 
traordinary town council meeting in 


the spring. He said: "A property on 
East Street had enclosed an area of 
council land within Bincombe 
Beeches and sought to be registered 
as owner of that land, claiming ad¬ 
verse possession — commonly re¬ 
ferred to as squatter's rights. 

"With the benefit of legal advice, 
and following negotiations with the 
applicants, a compromise has been 
agreed in principle." 

Following this week's tetchy meet¬ 
ing, the disputed plot can now legally 
be registered as belonging to the 
Skinners. 


happy about giving author¬ 
ity (to sign-off the min¬ 
utes) until this is sorted 
out.” 

Councillor Ron Bond, 
who is also Chairman of 
the Bincombe Beeches 
Committee, echoed the 
sentiment: “I agree with 
everybody that says it’s a 
gate. It is a gate!” 

He also objected to the 
wooden fence erected 
round the disputed plot by 
the Skinners during the 
spring. 

“I don’t like the fence. 
It’s more in keeping with a 
housing estate,” he said. 

He also queried whether 
the disputed plot had, as 
agreed by lawyers, been 
divided between the Skin¬ 
ners and the town council 
on a 50/50 basis. 


“Roger Fowler (another 
Bincombe committee 
member) is concerned that 
it’s done as a 70/30 per 
cent split. 

“We’ve still not really 
sorted out this business. 
The whole plot needs to be 
properly surveyed.” 

But Councilor Angie 
Singleton insisted the plot 
had already been re-mea- 
sured... “twice!”. 

A majority of members 
finally agreed to sign-off 
the all-important minutes, 
and also to re-examine the 
alleged “gate”. 

♦ Council officer Jed 
Dunn examined the “gate” 
the following day and con¬ 
firmed that it was a hinge¬ 
less fence panel, 
Councillor Pailthorpe told 
The Weekender.

SPRITELY pensioner Peggy Newman is 
an example to all. 

At the age of 80 she still runs an exercise 
class at Ashill Village Hall and with an 
equally active mind she has recently pub¬ 
lished a book on local history. 

With the title of “My Ashill and Ilmin¬ 
ster including My Somerset Heritage” the 
little book is packed with information 
from start to finish. 

Together with husband Peter, Peggy has 
also created 500 years of memories in 
miniature houses which they have set up 
as a little museum at their home and has 
featured in the national press several times 
over the last three years.

By 191 was the secretary 
for the MD of Kraft Loods and used to go 
to into London to minute the meetings and 
when Mr Kraft came over from Chicago, 
I used to work for him. 

“When he died his brothers gave me a 
piece of jade as a memorial which I had 
made into a necklace and still wear today.! 

Peggy’s book it full of bite sized bits of 
geneology and interesting facts but also 
some lovely stories and makes an interest¬ 
ing read for anybody. It is on sale in the 
Ilminster Bookshop in Silver Street.

FOOD technology students from Wadham School were 
given a behind-the-scenes tour of a country hotel to see 
how their smallholding and dedication to local produce 
was working for a star-rated restaurant. 

The group were taken to Farthings Country Hotel and 
Restaurant in Hatch Beauchamp, for an afternoon learn¬ 
ing about their views on sustainability and to get an in¬ 
sight to the hospitality trade. The students were given a 
tour by assistant managers, Callum Thorne and Daniel 
Spittel who explained how the solar panels and wood 
burning stoves made their heating and water system more 
efficient and ecological. 

The idea to get the youngsters along on school visits 
was suggested by head chef Shaun Barnes to hotel owner 
John Seeger. 

Mr Seeger said there was a shortage of young people 
wanting to come into the hospitality trade which was 
often seen as a throwaway career for those who were not 
doing well elsewhere, rather than a passion. 

Mr Barnes said they wanted to target even younger 
school children and show them how they were rearing 
their own pigs, Guinea fowl, duck, turkeys and hens as 
well as growing fruit and vegetables. 

They approached headteacher David Derbyshire and 
he thought it an excellent idea. The students were selected 
to take part as a reward for their pastry making efforts in 
class and all had a keen interest in the trade, whether from 
the business side or the catering. 

After their tour of the smallholding which includes an 
orchard the school party was given a cooking demonstra¬ 
tion by the chef, who made a sweet and sour pork using 
their home grown meat and vegetables - the only import 
being the pineapple. 

Mr Barnes said: “John is a fantastic boss, he is passion¬ 
ate about the smallholding and growing our own food. 

We have our first greenhouse and will be adding more, it 
is only few feet from the garden to the kitchen, you can’t 
get any fresher than that.” 

The Wadham youths got stuck into the washing up and 
said how interesting they thought the visit had been. They 
thanked their hosts and said they thought the visit was a 
very good idea.

Locals join protest meeting over badger 


cull

RETIRED scientists Ken and Lyn Spencer Mills from 
Hinton St George were among local people in the audi¬ 
ence at a public meeting attended by the rock legend 
Brian May and the chief executive of the RSPCA Gavin 
Grant, against the trial culling of badgers to solve the 
problem of bovine tuberculosis. 

The meeting was held in the Brewhouse theatre in 
Taunton to rally the public after the Badger Trust lost 
their High Court case to stop badger culling in Somerset 
and Gloucestershire. The trust is to appeal the ruling but 
in the meantime is trying to persuade the government 
that the majority of the public are against the trial culls 
and to re-direct the funding into vaccination. 

Once a pharmacologist and clinical trial scientist, the 
retired couple said they had immediately contact their 
MP David Laws, and were urging others to do likewise. 

Mrs Spencer-Mills said: “We may have been retired for 
some time but we still read and have an understanding 
of the facts. We are well aware that there is no validity 
in killing badgers which would at best only reduce the 
problem by 16 per cent, according to the previously pub¬ 
lished papers. Bovine TB is mostly a cow to cow infec¬ 
tion and there are other factors that would have a much 
greater impact than killing badgers. 

“I contacted David Laws who had not read the papers 
and I suspect many other MPs have not either. They have 
picked on an area of Somerset where there will be little 
opposition because of the landowners involved, I know 
that others have said they are afraid to speak out for fear 
of getting a brick through their window.” 

The meeting was held jointly with the Badger Trust 
and concerned animals welfare groups, who want to halt 
the proposed badger cull trials, due to begine later this 
year. The majority of attendees were middle aged, sober, 
people who listened intently to the speakers and then 
asked pertinent questions, some were farmers who did 
not want culling on their property and were concerned 
how the process would affect them. 

The speakers explained that previous culling had in¬ 
volved trapping and shooting badgers but the proposed 
cull for this autumn would involve free shooting with

high powered rifles .The trial was to see if the method was 
acceptable and, if so, the cull would continue across the 
UK . The cost will be borne by landowners backed by the 
national Farmers Union but, because of the guns, the area 
will be policed at a cost of around £4million to the tax¬ 
payer. 

Joe Duckworth, chief executive of The League Against 
Cruel Sports described the badger cull as “a horror of im¬ 
pending wildlife disaster” and added “this is the frontline 
but the battlelines are across the country. The government 
is giving licence to kill a protected species,which follows 
a decade of badger persecution.” 

Pauline Kidner who has run Secret World wildlife res¬ 
cue centre since 1984, said I do think we get confused 
with the science, badgers don’t live on a farm, their social 
groups extend across boundaries and when they are 
culled those left will move outwards, this is called per¬ 
turbation.” She went on to explain there was a weakness 
in the TB testing because pregnant cows and cattle al¬ 
ready advanced in the disease did not react to the test, re¬ 
sulting in only eight out of ten being correctly diagnosed. 

Speaker Graham Goodwin Pearson , a member of the 
Conservative party and a science graduate said he had 
been curious about the science of the issue. He said a lot 
of the culls have vaccination rings around them as a bar¬ 
rier, which showed the Government understood vaccina¬ 
tion works. He continued that the cost was a major factor 
to the farmers and the price of vaccination would come 
down once there was more call for it. Wales are already 
rolling out a full vaccination programme. 

Chief executive of the RSPCA Gavin Grant said they 
had argued for years for vaccination. He said:” Badgers 
don’t vote, they don’t speak out, they rely entirely upon 
us, cattle and badgers are all God’s creatures and they de¬ 
serve our respect. The science is crystal clear, the EU 
spent sometime looking at the problem in 2011 and their 
analysis found fundamental failings in the management 
of bovine TB, the disease is spread mainly cow to cow. “ 

Brian May was the last to speak. He said: “A lot of my 


role in being here is to raise public awareness . It is very 
hard for me to understand why the government is so keen 
on this policy. I’m a scientist I’ve read the papers and 
there is no reason for this, scientifically economically and 
ethically. I like farmers, I have spoken to a lot over the 
years and many of them are friends. They are being 
squeezed from all sides at the moment. 

A scientist has to be impartial and I believe the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t know the difference between scientific the¬ 
ory and scientific evidence. 

“The decision has already been made and farmers are 


already killing badgers, the monitoring of road kill shows 
the badgers are being killed elsewhere and left by the 
road as road kill. They are being gassed, poisoned or 
shot, we are in the middle of a cull and the culling will 
cause perturbation. If I were a farmer on the limits of the 
cull, I would be extremely worried. 

“For me it is very sinister that the law in the countryside 
has been broken, this is down to the Prime Minister, he 
is responsible for all the butchery. Let’s stop this for our 
grandchildren.”

Somerset Chamber Choir return to Wells 
Cathedral after last year's sell-out success 



FOLLOWING the acclaimed sell-out 
success of their performance of JS 
Bach's B minor Mass at Wells Cathedral 
last year, Somerset Chamber Choir re¬ 
turns to the Cathedral on Saturday, 
July 28th at 7pm with more music by 
Bach, his son CPE Bach and Mozart. 

This year's concert offers three choral 
masterpieces that promise a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into the development of 
music through the Baroque and Clas¬ 
sical periods of the mid-late 18th cen¬ 
tury. First, it's 'back to Bach' with JS 
Bach's cantata Nun danket alle Gott - 
an absolute gem of Baroque perfec¬ 
tion, brimful with fizzing choruses and 
dance-like orchestral writing. JS Bach's 
son, Carl Philipp Emanuel Bach, is per¬ 
haps the most renowned composer 
spanning the transition in style from 
the Baroque to Classical periods, and 
CPE Bach's exciting setting of the Mag¬ 
nificat will be heard next - rarely per¬ 
formed compared to his father's more 
widely-known earlier setting, but with 
no reason to be cast in his father's 
shadow. Indeed, Mozart thought so 
highly of CPE Bach that he said of him 
"he is the father, we are the children. 


All we do right, we owe to him". 

It will be possible to hear that influ¬ 
ence on the great composer in the 
main work of the evening - Mozart's 
'Great' Mass in C minor - this sublimely 
beautiful masterpiece simultaneously 
looks backwards to Bach and Handel 
in its powerfully dramatic choruses, 
and forwards to Beethoven in its vivid 
instrumental writing and impressive 
showpiece arias. 

The choir, which has established a 
fine reputation for the quality of its 
performances and given an annual 
Wells Cathedral concert since 1994, 
will be joined by the superb profes¬ 
sional orchestra Southern Sinfonia and 
five award-winning young profes¬ 
sional vocal soloists - Mary Bevan & 
Ruth Jenkins (sopranos), Katie Bray 
(mezzo-soprano), Nicholas Mulroy 
(tenor) & Ben Bevan (baritone) - under 
conductor Graham Caldbeck for this 
grand tour of 18th century choral mas¬ 
terpieces.

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Over 10.4 million cars on the road 
could have a murky past, warns HPI 

AS SMMT REVEALS 31.4 MILLION CARS ON UK ROADS, HPI HELPS USED CAR 
BUYERS PROTECT THEMSELVES FROM FRAUDSTERS -WWW.HPICHECK.CO.UK 


HPI, the vehicle information expert warns that there could be 
up to 10.4 million cars with a hidden history on the UK's roads. 
This follows news from the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) that there has been a 9% increase in cars in the 
UK to 31,362,716. With 1 in 3 cars hitting HPI's 'at risk' registers 
the SMMT figures suggest that the nearly new and secondhand 
car market is a minefield for buyers. 

Still on finance? 

Outstanding finance remains a very real threat when buying a 
used car, as many don't realise that the debt stays with the vehi¬ 
cle.

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BVRLA pushes back 
against fleet'tax attack' 


THE BVRLA has taken the first steps to 
counter the fleet sector'tax attack' launched 
in this year's Budget. 

It has written to HM Treasury to express 
concern over the business car tax measures 
outlined by the Chancellor and has assem¬ 
bled a'Business CarTaxation Taskforce'to de¬ 
velop lobbying strategies and technical 
arguments against what it sees as discrimina¬ 
tion against the sector. 

The Budget announced last March intro¬ 
duced a series of changes to the company car 
tax regime and made it much harder for 
BVRLA members and their customers to 
claim tax relief (Capital Allowances) on lease 
and rental vehicles. Documents obtained by 
the BVRLA under the Freedom of Information 
Act show that the Government hopes to earn 
an extra £2bn from company car tax between 
2013 and 2017 and make nearly one million 
fewer business cars eligible for 100% first 
year or standard tax relief during the same 
period. 

The association believes that these 
changes will place an even more dispropor¬ 
tionate tax burden on essential road trans¬ 
port users and remove a vital stimulus for the 
ultra-low carbon vehicle market. 

"Tax incentives for reducing fleet emissions 
have worked too well and the government is 
worried about falling revenues", said BVRLA 
chief executive John Lewis. 

"But these measures are ill-advised, unfair 
and over aggressive. There is almost total 
consensus across the road transport and au¬ 


tomotive industry that the government is in 
danger of erecting a massive roadblock 
across the road to low-carbon motoring". 

The newly-formed taskforce plans to com¬ 
mission an independent report that will use 
member statistics and other data to chal¬ 
lenge unfair elements of the government's 
Capital Allowances regime. 

In particular it wants to reverse the decision 
to remove the 100% first-year capital al¬ 
lowances available on low-emission vehicles 
from leased cars, which would also impact 
rental firms. 

The group will also seek to challenge the 
continuing application of the Lease Rental 
Restriction, which prevents companies de¬ 
ducting the full cost of leasing or renting cer¬ 
tain cars from their taxable profits. 

The BVRLA has already started trying to 
persuade the government to introduce a 
more gradual increase in company cartaxfor 
people driving cars emitting between 0 and 
75g/km C02 after April 2015. At the moment, 
these cars will go from either being taxed at 
a zero rate or 5% of their P11D price to a 13% 
rate overnight. It is already making company 
drivers hold back on choosing an ultra-low 
emission car while they re-evaluate the im¬ 
pact on their take home pay. 

"We understand the need for austerity 
measures, but this assault on essential road 
users will result in more harm to the environ¬ 
ment. It is even more misguided than the 
Pasty Tax," said Lewis.

The bugs start to fly: New range

Both new versions are avail¬ 
able with a choice of six-speed 
manual or six-speed DSG 
gearboxes. The TDI comes in 
either mid-level Design or 
top-line Sport trim. The 2.0- 
litre TSI 200 PS model is avail¬ 
able in Sport or 
special-edition Turbo Black 
and Turbo Silver specification, 
complete with 'Turbo' decals 
in either silver or black along 
the side, door mirrors in silver 
or black, the door rubbing 
strip in body colour (rather 
than black, as it is on standard 
Sport models), and 19-inch 


'Tornado'alloys. 

Specification levels are high. 
Design trim comes with 17- 
inch alloy wheels in a choice 
of two styles, Bluetooth tele¬ 
phone preparation, an RCD 
510 DAB CD/radio with MDI 
multi-device interface (for 
connecting an iPod or similar), 
front fog lights, rear Isofix 
preparation, an alarm, manual 
air conditioning, multifunc¬ 
tion leather-wrapped steering 
wheel and body-coloured 
door and dashboard panels. 

The range-topping Sport 
specification adds 18-inch al¬ 
loys in a choice of styles, tinted 
glass, cruise control, sports 
seats, parking sensors, gloss 
black door mirrors (silver or 
black on 'Turbo' special edi¬ 
tions), gloss black dashboard 
and door panel and 2Zone 
electronic climate control.

Get tough on drink driving, say motorists 


Toyota Prius Plug-in delivers impressive ownership cost performance 


EIGHTY per cent of motorists say those 
who repeatedly drink drive should have 
their vehicles seized and sold or 
scrapped, according to a poll by the 1AM 
(Institute of Advanced Motorists) 1. Fifty 
per cent think that this should also hap¬ 
pen to drivers several times over the 
limit. 

The respondents were also behind re¬ 
ducing the drink-drive limit. Sixty-six 
per cent want to see the limit reduced, 
with most of these saying it should be 
lowered to a maximum of 50mg of alco¬ 
hol per 100ml of blood. Twenty-eight 
per cent think we should have a zero- 
tolerance policy. 

People convicted of drink driving gen¬ 
erally lose their licence for a year and re¬ 
ceive an average fine of £240. 
Fifty-seven per cent think this is too 
weak, and that punishments for drink 
drivers should be tougher - thirty-eight 
per cent much tougher. 

Other findings include: 

• Fifty-five per cent of poll respon¬ 
dents support a proportionate, gradu¬ 
ated system of penalties, if the limit was 
reduced. For example, lower penalties 
would be given to drivers caught under 


the current limit, but above the new 
one. 

• Almost half of respondents admit to 
having a drink while driving, within the 
current limit. 

• Seventy-nine per cent say a decrease 
in the limit wouldn't affect their enjoy¬ 
ment of an evening out. Nineteen per 
cent said it would. 

• Eighty four per cent said a reduction 
in the limit wouldn't change their plans 
to go out. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 
"The support is there for tougher treat¬ 
ment of drink drivers. 

"Not only do the majority want a 
lower limit - they also want tougher 
punishment for those that break the 
law, especially the worst offenders who 
present the greatest danger to other 
road users, their passengers and them¬ 
selves. 

"Our poll shows a desire to see more 
effective drink drive levels as well as 
much greater consistency of enforce¬ 
ment, prosecution, and sentencing, 
which reflects the level of danger asso¬ 
ciated with drinking drivers."
